It also Gccms too bad that 
neither bill did anything about eliminating 
the senate privilege of filibustering. 

The regrets, however, are greatly out- 
weighed by the promised Improvements ot 
the reorganization bill as It stands. For one 
thing, the elimination of no less than 4() 
standing committees In tlie two house.? will 
save much duplicated effort and waited 
time. It should help prevent Important jcgl-i- 
latlon from being kicked around or lost In 
the shuffle, as has often happened before. 
Together with the assignment ot much ot 
the members'. tlrciome paper-work to other 
agencies, It should permit the lei^l.slators 
more time for the most Important a.^pcct.-; ot 
their Job. 

Provision for decently-paid coun.^cl and In- 
vestigators will give congress some expert 
advisers of Its own. Instead of making It de- 
pend for much specialized Information on 
special pleadera and lobby Is t,-;— which latter 
group, by the way. Is going to bo more clo.'icly 
regulated. 

The salary Increases are merited. They 
may lead a larger number ot able persons to 
seek congressional office. And they ought lo 
make It possible for more able persons al 
ready there to remain, instead of leaving 
after a few years, as several have done re- 
cently, to take better-paying Jobs In order 
to put the family finances on a solvent basis. 
. There are many other welcome Innova 
tlons and remedies In the new bill. And thi 
cost— pay raises, pensions, extra help and 
all — won't ba too great, as government 
upending goes. It looks like one of the bettor 
Investments by the keepers of the public 
purse. 

It would be a mistake, of course, to con- 
sider this reorganization as something which 
affects only the country's legislative mill 
and its workers. Potentially, it means better 
laws more speedily and eftlclcntly enacted, 
a start toward a lower public debt and even- 
tually lower taxes, mora general pro.sperlty, 
and a better time for all concerned. 

However, the reorganization provides only 
the machinery for potential Improvement. 
The more Important Job of choosing the 
right men to operate that machinery Is atlU 
the voters' responsibility.

If a 70 per cent powder is being used, one pound and six ounces of the mix- 
ture Is necessary to gtl the benefit of one pound of the pure chemical. For 
an 83 per cent powder, one pound and three ounces must be used to obtain one 
pound of pure 2, -l-D. 

In the liquid mixtures, Grimes said that to obtain one pound of pure i-D 
using a 10 per cent mixture it is neccsiary to spray one gallon. With the ZO 
per cent liquid, only one-half gallon Is needed and with the 40 per cent, one- 
quarter of gallon. 

Thus for morning glory, to get any benefit from the spraying, 30 pounds 
of a 10 per cent powder must be used with a hundred gallons of water per acre; 
four and three-quarters pounds ot the 60 per cent powder; four pounds, two 
ounces of th* 70 ptr cent powder and three pounds, 9 ounces of the 83 per cent 
powder.
